We know of one club which 
tells its members ‘‘Do not bring in a man whose check you 
would not cash and that you would not be glad to take 
home to dinner with you.” This is the right idea. 

You can break one bad egg into a pan with a dozen 
good ones and it will ruin every egg in the pan, but if 
you break one good egg into a pan of bad ones the bad 
ones will not be helped in the least.

In the same mail recently your editor received two 
communications on opposite sides of the same subject. 
One was in the form of an editorial from the Chicago 
Tribune warning the American business men that the 
present rate of exchange would have to be adjusted if we 
were to sell in foreign markets. It warns us if the unequal 
rate of exchange continues, European manufacturers can 
pay their labor in its own currency at least thirty per cent 
under American labor costs on exchange alone and in 
some cases the discount is more than double that. 

The other side of the story was where Bob Hay, the 
Krwants Secretary in Pittsburgh, has taken an order in 
Italy for five hundred calculating machines at $200 each, 
which, according to the newspaper story, was the largest 


order for calculating machines ever taken in this country. 
The latter statement is doubtless exaggerated as our own 
government bought them in large quantities during the 
war but the point is that Bob has put over a corking deal 
and we congratulate him. But when you line the two 
thoughts up one against the other we can not fail to be- 
lieve that the moment Canadian and American man- 
ufacturers begin to feel the pull of this wage discount 
they will trim their sales to meet the emergency. 

Such problems all go back to the old basic law of supply 
and demand which regulates the price of everything from 
a dollar to a pound of.codfish. 

Personally, we believe that any salesman on this conti- 
nent could sell a European autograph collector the signa- 
ture of Chas. H. Fletcher, the Castoria man, or any 
inventor in Canada or the United States could invent a 
machine so much better than anything produced in Europe 
that it will sell rings around European products in any 
market in the world. 

The whirligig of time, the laws of supply and demand 
will adjust all these things and we refuse to get excited 
about them even if the tailor did charge us twenty-five 
dollars for a seven dollar pair of white flannel breeches 
yesterday.

KrwaniAns have long since canned the ‘‘Mister” in 
their spoken word. Why not the same in the written 
word? Why put the prefix “Mr.” on a letter when you 
address it to a Krwantan? The title is good enough, is 
big enough, it stands for enough to be worn proudly by 
any one of the twenty-five thousand men entitled to its 
use. 

Why not address your letters to “Krwantan John 
Smith” instead of “Mr. John Smith’’? 

The advertising value to the organization with twenty- 
five thousand such letters flying back and forth across 
the country would be incalculable. 

Let’s try it.

No matter whether you are “rich man, poor man, beg- 
gar man, thief; doctor, lawyer, merchant, chief” as the 
old rhyme puts it, the greatest liability you can have is a 
discourteous employe. Discourtesy is the one thing that 
never fails to throw a monkey wrench into the machinery. 
It is the one thing the employe can do which the employer 
cannot counteract. It will kill more business, and at the 
same time is the most useless thing on earth. 

To be a success in any business or profession you must 
surround yourself with people who understand that your 
clients are their salaries as well as your own income and 
every hour devoted to teaching courtesy to your employes 
is an hour that will pay plethoric dividends on the time 
invested. 

A discourteous maid in a doctor’s office will discount 
the most wonderful professional skill in the world, just 
as a saucy delivery boy will send customers away from the 
most perfect merchant who ever opened a store.

One of the greatest by-products of the Krwanis CLuss 
of this continent is that they are teaching men that one 
need not be chained to a desk to make a good living. 

Once each week these Krwants luncheons take men 
away from the grind incidental to solving the bread and

the belief in material force 
as an overcoming influence 
when counteracted by spir- 
itual and moral resources;

the hands of men as they 

wrought for use, comfort, or for the expression of the 
deeper strivings of the mind as influenced by religious 
instinct and desire for immortality. 

The archeologist delves into a heap of dust, and shortly 
from the misty fogs of centuries, and by means of clay 
from the hands of a potter dead five thousand years, he 
rebuilds, so to speak, the civilization of a Nineveh or a 
Babylon. 

The extreme refinement of the Periclean age is revealed 
to a world that has not yet ceased to wonde-, by the 
marbles of Phidias, the architecture of the Parthenon and 
the Propylaea. Pericles did not succeed in his great am- 
bition to form “A grand Hellenic Confederation in order 
to put an end to the mutually destructive wars of kindred 
peoples,”’ but he did succeed in putting through his plans 
for the embellishment of Athens. And although the phil- 
osophy of his day has been succeeded by many others, the 
arts of his age are still the delight and despair of millions. 

The sensual, pleasure-loving life of the citizen of Pom- 
peii is known and read of all men who care to look. The 
world-ambitious Roman projected across twenty centuries 
the grandeur of his conceptions of conquest, triumph, 
luxury, and religious impulse by means of the major arts 
of architecture and sculpcure. 

Nor is the record limited to dead civilizations; it is 
written large on every page of current events and in every 
country on earth. Is it mere chance, that Germany pos- 
sesses no architecture to be admired? Is there no signif- 
icance in the fact that this people have slavishly copied 
and appropriated every conceivable form of architecture 
without once showing evidence of having imbibed the 
spirit of any? Who but a German could have conceived 
the Sieges Allee? “Or but who but a Prussian could adorn 
every street corner with statues which in every instance 
but two out of several hundred are engaged in the noble 
act of killing a fellow creature? 

When the record of the World War is written—it will 
not be written, it cannot be written, in terms of triumph 
over fallen foes; nor will it be indited in periods of fulsome 
praise of conquering chieftains—it will not dwell unduly 
on the glory of combat nor the machinery and panoply 
of the unparalleled struggle; it will trace the divergent 
currents of national life, the processes of thought and con- 
sequent action which animated the minds and absorbed 
the energies of nations, and which, by their very di- 
vergence made conflict inevitable. Such a record will 
show, most clearly, the breakdown of the supreme false- 
hood of history: the divine right of a few to decide the 


But the record must be 
written. And where better could it be written than at 
the capital of America; at the capital of the free nation 
that reluctantly forsook the paths of peace, but once 
awakened to the vital issues of life and liberty involved 
in the struggle, put aside the freedom of the individual 
so dearly prized and deliberately donned the servitude 
and endured the privations of the common soldier; bring- 
ing her overwhelming strength to the struggle in time 
to galvanize the weary legions of the Allies into new life 
and vigor, and to join with them in a swift and sweeping 
victory. 

Indeed it is not possible that a great historic and com- 

emorative monument and museum which should fit- 
tingly set forth the purposes, the struggles, and the 
achievements of the Allied nations can be erected in any 
other country. On France and Belgium the ravages of 
war have fallen too directly. The shadow of the fear- 
ful tragedy will not depart for a century from those coun- 
tries. Britain, engrossed in the perplexing problems of a 
world-scattered empire, could not possibly undertake it. 
America alone has the resources, the spirit, the idealism, 
and, by no means least, the perfect setting for such an un- 
dertaking. On the shores of the beautiful Potomac, in 
harmony with the grand design which is gradually making 
Washington the finest city in the world, at a sufficient 
distance from the turmoil of a devastated Europe, an in- 
ternational historical and memorial museum may find as 
fitting a setting as Ictinus found for the Parthenon on the 
Acropolis of Athens. 

To give every civilized nation a portion in this great 
edifice, or group of edifices, will require a structure of vast 
dimensions. It is, therefore, proposed to build three great 
galleries, each 1,000 feet long from center to center of the 
terminal pavilions. These galleries to be forty feet wide, 
between walls, and in addition to the terminal pavilions 
are divided into equal lengths of five hundred feet by cen- 
ter pavilions, or rotundas. The galleries may be subdi- 
vided at will and in accordance with the wishes of the 
participating nations. America, France, and Great 
Britain, and, perhaps, Italy, with its unlimited artistic 
wealth, would each wish to have allotted to them, no 
doubt, both a terminal pavilion, with its great rotunda, 
and at least two hundred and fifty feet of gallery space. 
Other nations in proportion. The participating nations 
would send their own artists, sculptors, mural painters; 
their own relics, mementos, trophies, records, and memo- 
rials. Under the supervision of a general board of design 
these artists, mural painters, decorators, and directors 
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would embellish the interior of the galleries allotted to 
them or selected by them, in accordance with the nation- 
al history, the aspirations, the historic events, and the 
artistic tastes of the peoples whom they represent. 

The monumental feature, the crux of the group, is the 
central memorial hall which occupies the exact center of 
the great enclosed square. This lofty building rises from 
a high marble terrace three hundred and twenty feet 
square. The terrace is reached by four broad flights of 
steps, flanked by entrance pylons. The memorial hall is a 
square building alike on all sides. By the technical 
the lower story would be described as a dipteral octa- 
decastyle peristyle of the Corinthian order. To the non- 
technical it is a double row of Corinthian columns, eigh- 
teen across each front row. This peristyle is surmounted 
by a Corinthian entablature and parapet. The parapet 
in turn is divided by pedestals over each column, and each 
pedestal supports a heroic statue of a plain soldier or sailor 
of an Allied nation. Back of this great colonnade rises 
the square mass of the building proper, the upper portion 
of which is finished with a further Corinthian cornice. 
Beneath this cornice is a band of sculpture of heroic pro- 
portions, extending around all four sides. This sculptured 
band, a “Gigantomachia,” is designed to exemplify the 
efforts of peoples in all walks of life to support the purposes 
for which the World War was waged to a successful con- 
clusion. The toiler on farm, factory, and mine, in home, 
in school, on land and sea, would be here portrayed; this 
having been a war, not of soldiers and armies alone, but 
of peoples. 

Above the imposing mass of the main building rises an 
octagonal pedestal; this supports a lesser peristyle of 
Corinthian design. Surmounting the peristyle, the glis- 
tening white marble of the dome, unbroken by line or de- 
tail, and the whole crowned by a bronze altar of liberty, 
with its finely wrought candlesticks designed to typify 
the cardinal virtues of Truth, Justice, Patience, and 
Charity, without which liberty cannot exist. 

The interior of this central building consists of a great 
and lofty rotunda, around which are elaborate galleries 
and halls. In this: rotunda would be placed the statues 
of the supreme leaders of the Allied nations, both in peace 
and in war. Here would be found mural paintings, 
statuary, and portraits of the highest excellence, espe- 
cially those designed to portray events of international 
history and significance. The ceiling of the grand dome 
above the rotunda would be covered with one great paint- 
ing; its subject an international event of unparalleled im- 


portance. The surrounding galleries and halls will be 
sumptuously furnished and decorated to accommodate 
meetings of an international character. 

This central building could be reached not only from the 
long museum galleries, by means of the open walks leading 
from center to center of the enclosed square, but also by 
underground passages for use in inclement weather and 
for privacy. 

The four corner pavilions are designed primarily as en- 
trances to the galleries; as such they require the emphasis 
of height. The classic character of the design, however, is 
preserved in them, Renaissance detail being avoided. 

The pyramidal roofs of these pavilions are supported 
by circular walls, outside of which are sculptured Can- 
ephora. The Canephora are chosen, rather than Cary- 
atids, the latter being derived from the slave women of 
Caria who were traitors to the Greek cause in the war with 
Persia. The Canephora, however, being bearers of bas- 
kets of flowers and voluntary gifts to the Temple, are, 
therefore, proper symbols of the vital part taken by the 
womanhood of the world in the Great War. 

Many years would be required for the construction 
of the buildings and the completion of the interiors. The 
task should be undertaken while the inspiration of the 

vast efforts, the high ideals, the unstinted sacrifices of the 

World War still lingers. It would cost much money, for 
no great good is obtained without great cost. It would 
bring to America the talent, the genius of the entire world. 
Americans spend countless millions to see the art and 
architecture of the Old World. This great Historical 
and Memorial Museum would exceed in the scope of its 
purpose, its historic interest and eventually in the wealth 
of its embellishments any known structure. It would 
rival the greatest galleries of Europe and be a Mecca for 
travellers from all quarters of the globe. 

The student of history will find history here portrayed 
by master hands to appeal to the sense most readily 
reached, the sight. The scholar will find authentic matter 
for study and research. The student of men will ob- 
serve the sculptured features of the leading minds of all 
nations. The sociologist will mark important epochs in 
the development of mankind, the patriot find endless in- 
spiration, the sightseer entertainment of the highest 
order. 

It is estimated the buildings will cost fifty million dol- 
lars. The interior fittings, paintings, sculpture, and other 
embellishments supplied by the Allied participating na- 
tions, half that amount additional.

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The Evolution of Kiwanis 


AM organizations must have a begin- 
ning and Kiwanis is no exception 
to the rule. How it began and why it 
began is of small significance as compared 
with the outstanding fact that it did begin. 
The first group of men assembled under 
the name “Kiwanis” met in Detroit, 
Michigan, in January, 1915. 

Evolution—A Law of Organization Life. 

Few organizations, if any, enter upon 
their career with a scheme of organiza- 
tion so complete that subsequent growth 
will not require that copious revisions be 
made. Even the Constitution of the 
United States, a document of marvelous 
flexibility and the product of uncanny 
foresight on the part of its framers, has 
been amended eighteeen times. 

No evidence exists to show that any 
national or. international organization of 
Kiwanis CLuss was contemplated by 
those associated with the establishment 
and leadership of the first club. In other 
words, the present Krwanis scheme of 
organization is a product of evolution. 
Our international constitution, the by- 
laws of the district organizations and the 
standard by-laws of our local clubs are 
the products of the experience of the three 
units of our organization plan. 


An Example of Kiwanis Development. 


As a typical example of how each ele- 
ment in our Kiwanis plan is the product 
of experience, consider our unique and 
successful method of establishing new 
clubs. By a series of beneficial changes, 
at times, attended by most bitter opposi- 
tion, we find that our extension work is 
today one of the most remarkable applica- 
tions of fundamental organization science 
ever evolved. The combination of volun- 
teer and professional assistance in the 
establishment of new Kiwanis Cuiuss has 
been developed on an entirely new basis 
and because of the unusual success 
achieved has caused much favorable 
comment not only within our own organ- 
ization but in the general field of organ- 
ization science. To have developed a 
plan as complete as the one in use today 
before the first club was established, 
would have been utterly impossible. 


Failure and Success. 


A man’s success depends upon the 
use to which he puts his successes and fail- 
ures. The fact of failure is often the very 
basis for success. The big question is 
not, “Did you ever fail,” but “Did you 
use your failure to help you succeed?” 


Kiwanis was wellnigh crucified more 


than once in its early history, but the 
supreme fact is that those whose God- 
given privilege it has been to lead Kiwanis 
have made every failure the foundation 
for success. 

Ancient scientists spent years of their 
lives seeking a method by which lead 
might be turned to gold. The ancient 
alchemists were unsuccessful. The al- 
chemist of today is able by intelligent 
effort to turn the lead of failure into the 
gold of success.

The success and permanency of any 
organization depends upon its fundamental 
ideals, aims and purposes. Only those 
organizations endure which are the vehicles 
for introducing, developing or maintaining 
some aspect of truth. 


No Definite Objective. 


Strange to say the Kiwanis movement 
grew without any conscious acceptance 
of any definite objective—without any 
statement of ideals, aims and purposes 
whatever. When a certain officer of the 
international organization entered upon 
his duties, he found every Kiwanis Cus 
seeking to find some definite expression 
for the Krwanis idea. For three and a 
half years the Kiwanis movement had 
been growing—growing in spite of its 


lack of a definite objective understood 
and accepted by the entire membership. 


“But how do you reconcile the fact 
of the growth of Kiwanis and your state- 
ment that it had no accepted ideals, with 
the statement that the success of any 
organization depends upon its ability 
to convey some aspect of truth to man- 
kind?’”’ you will ask. The officer before 
mentioned was confident that the success 
was due to the fact that Kiwanis CLuss 
were unconsciously expressing some funda- 
mental truths; that Krwanis CLuss were 
filling a great need in the lives of K1iwan- 
IANS, in the lives of cities in which Kiwanis 
Cxiuss were established and in the lives 
of the two nations in which Kiwanis CLuss 
existed. This Kirwanian decided there 
was only one way to find out what ideals 
Krwanis Cuuss held and that was to visit 
a large number of clubs in all sections of 
the country-and try to catch the spirit 
of each one, examine its activities and, 
if possible, to “discover unto it’’ its own 
ideals, aims and purposes. 


The Ideals of Kiwanis. 


Kiwanis ideals are the product of the 
collective idealism of those busy, practical 
men who are Krwanians. Kiwanis ideals 
are an expression of the inner hopes, am- 
bitions and desires of average business 
men. These hidden, unexpressed but 
fundamental reactions of the human soul 
are the very fabric of life itself. They are 
the product of the moral and spiritual 
evolution of mankind. Those reactions 
are the hidden signs of that struggle in 
which every man engages, seeking to 
apply his philosophy of life to his duties 
and privileges as a member of society. 

The last twenty-five years have wit- 
nessed a wonderful development of the 
social consciousness. The average man 
of today has an infinitely greater appre- 
ciation of his fellow men, a more adequate 
understanding of his obligations as a 
citizen and a more vivid realization of his 
responsibility to society than had his 
father before him. 

Krwanis, first brought to the business 
man as only a luncheon club, proved 
the means by which he might satisfy his 
hunger for fellowship and invest his life 
in practical service. Kiwanrs acquired 
the aspects of a movement only when 
Kriwanians, without any suggestion or 
direction whatever, unconsciously used 
it as a vehicle by which they could ex- 
press their rea! selves. The unusual spirit 
of fellowship and the quality of manhood 
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represented in Kiwanis rendered the or- 
ganization a fitting emissary of a great 
idea. 

Kiwanis is leading a spiritual renais- 
ance in which the business man is finding 
his own soul. He finds in Kiwanis an 
organization in which he can make ap- 
plication of principles which before seemed 
so theoretical and impractical as to be 
apart from the realities of human exper- 
Lanes 

The Kiwanian accepts a new motive 
for life—service to his fellow men. The 
Golden Rule takes on a new significance 
when translated into terms of daily exper- 
ience. To the true Kiwanian his business 
or profession provides not only a means for 
earning a livelihood but also a means by 
which he may serve society. 

There is nothing new about the Kiwanis 
idea—it is as old as the soul of man, but 
Kiwanis has put the breath of life into 
old ideals by translating them into terms 
which the average man may appreciate.

How About You? 


Hew does your financial success line 
up with other fellows of your age 
and opportunity? Have you ever thought 
of checking up on yourself? Life insurance 
actuaries can tell you just what will happen 
to the average of any group of 100 or 
1000 men. So many will die, so many

will tap a till and try to get away and so 
many will marry. 

Of these statistics we noticed recently 
just what would happen to 100 men, 
25 years old with equal health and oppor- 
tunity. 

Ten years later at the age of 35, of the 
100, 8 had died, 10 were wealthy, 10 were 
well-to-do, 40 had moderate resources 
and 32 showed some improvement over 
the age of 25. 

At 45, 16 had died, 1 only was wealthy 
(9 of those wealthy at 35 had lost their 
money) 3 only were well-to-do, 65 had 
moderate resources, and 15 were no longer 
self-supporting. 
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Ten years later at the age of 55, 27 of 
our men have died, 1 only was wealthy, 
3 were well-to-do, 46 were dependent on 
their own earnings and the number depend- 
ent on other people for support had in- 
creased to 23. 


Ten years later at the age of 65, 44 were 
dead, 1 was still wealthy, 4 well-to-do, 
5 dependent on their own earnings and 
the other 46 were living off of other people. 


Ten years later, when our men are 75, 
70 of them are dead and the other thirty 
still have one wealthy man, 2 well-to-do 
men, none dependent on their own earn- 
ings and the other 27 old chaps are still 
living on relatives. 

Outside of life insurance, these 100 men 
left $10,000 and over in only 3 eases, 
15 of them had from $2,000 to $10,000 
when they died and 82 left nothing. 

How about you, Mr. Krwantan? How 
do you line up with these 100 average men? 
Are you saving or speculating, buying 
bonds which produce incomes or oil stocks 
which produce headaches.

Lincoln Kiwanians Giving Away 
Land 
YRESIDENT ANDERSON introduced 
KiwaNtan Mark Woods, at a recent 
lurcheon, and he presented to the city 
ecuncil of Lincoln a deed from the Van 
Dorn heirs for nine acres of ground in one 
of the highest points in the southern part 
of the city for park purposes. This deed 
was secured as the result of the work of 
the Kiwanis Cius and Kirwantan Woods. 
Mr. Woods proposed a Kiwanis CLuB com- 
mittee for an honor roll for donors of land 
to the city, and this is being worked out. 
The deed was accepted by Mayor Miller 
on behalf of the city. All the members 
of the council were present and each one 
was introduced in turn and made a brief 
talk. 

Lincoln has been trying for several years 
to build a city hospital, part of the money 
for which has been raised. Our friends, 
the Rotarians, are putting on a campaign 
to raise the remaining $50,000 necessary 
to complete the building. At the meeting 
Mr. Woods stated that he believed he 
knew of another ten acre tract which 
could be secured, without any cost to 
the city, to be used as a site for 
this hospital. Mayor Miller stated he 
had not committed himself on a site, wait- 
ing for some such proposition to be pre- 
sented. President Anderson put the mat- 
ter to the club and the response was unani- 
mous in favor of guaranteeing the city 
a site for the hospital. Immediately after 
the meeting the Board appointed a com- 
mittee to carry this work out, and we will 
furnish the city the site. 

At the meeting of the Board of Directors 
following the regular meeting, Dr. J. S. 
Welch submitted a plan for the Kiwanis 
Civus securing control of a 16 1-2 acre 
tract of ground about twenty miles west 
of Lincoln, on the Blue River, to be used 
as a’summer camp for the Campfire Girls, 
and to be called a Kiwanis CLusB camp. 
They appointed a committee to investigate 
this and see what the cost would be and 
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what can be done in the matter, and prac- 
tically agreed to finance it. 
That is a pretty fair day’s work.
